Woman 
charged in 
Grant mail 
thefts

A 31-year-old Florence woman allegedly 
took gift cards, cash and Netflix DVDs after 
stealing mail from Corinth and Williamstown 
post offices. 

Amanda Marie Vanarsdale was indicted 
July 8 by a Grant County grand jury for felo¬ 
ny theft of mail matter. 

Vanarsdale was an employee of Kraus 
Truck Lines, a contractor with the U.S. Postal 
Service that delivers mail from Cincinnati to 
local post offices. 

Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills said an 
investigation began May 26 when United 
States Postal inspectors 
were notified by 
Corinth and 

Williamstown post 
offices about numerous 
complaints from cus¬ 
tomers about missing 
greeting cards, birth¬ 
day cards and gradua¬ 
tion cards. 

Reports from the 
mail-in DVD service 
Netflix further proved there was a problem 
with mail going missing. 

Postal inspectors received a Netflix execu¬ 
tive loss report June 2 indicating that Corinth 
had the highest percentage loss of Netflix 
DVDs in the country. 

From March 22 to May 10, there were 49 
missing Netflix DVDs for a 21.12 percent 
loss, according to Dills. 

On June 15, another Netflix loss report 
showed that from April 5 to May 24, 55 
Netflix DVDs were lost through Corinth Post 
Office. 

During that same timeframe, 
Williamstown Post Office had second-high¬ 
est percentage loss of DVDS with 10.

Clark couple plead guilty to copper theft charges 


FRANKFORT - A Clark County man 
and woman have pleaded guilty to a 
combined 33 criminal charges involving 
theft of copper wire from lighting systems 
on Kentucky highways, including in Grant 
County. 

Aaron Ferguson entered guilty pleas on 
July 8 to 28 felony charges - seven counts 
of theft by unlawful taking or disposition of 
property, seven counts of first-degree 
criminal mischief and 14 counts of first- 
degree persistent felony offender. The state 
is recommending a sentence of 10 years in 
prison - five years for each of the theft and 
criminal mischief charges, to be served 
concurrently, and five more years by 
Ferguson’s status as a persistent felony 
offender in the first degree. Sentencing is 
scheduled Aug. 28. 

Ferguson’s wife, Cindy Ferguson, 


entered guilty pleas on July 6 to five 
misdemeanor counts of criminal facilitation 
to theft. She has been sentenced to 12 
months, probated for a period of two years. 
Among the conditions of her probation was 
that she cooperate in the prosecution of 
Aaron Ferguson. 

Charges against the Fergusons were 
developed with the assistance of an 
informant who responded to the offer of a 
$2,500 reward by the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. 

A copper-wire theft investigation by the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet Office of 
Inspector General coincided with multiple 
burglary and vehicle break-in investigations 
by Clark County Sheriff Berl Perdue Jr., 
and the two agencies teamed up to 
apprehend the Fergusons. 

Last December, Aaron Ferguson and 


Cindy Ferguson each were indicted on 22 
counts of theft and 22 counts of first-degree 
criminal mischief. Aaron Ferguson also was 
indicted on 44 counts of being a persistent 
felony offender in the first degree. 

The Fergusons were originally charged 
for 22 incidents, from April through 
November 2014, in which copper wire was 
illegally taken from interstate and parkway 
lighting systems in nine counties - Grant, 
Bath, Fayette, Franklin, Jefferson, Laurel, 
Nelson, Scott and Woodford. The crimes 
occurred on Interstates 64, 65, 75 and 265 
and the Blue Grass Parkway. 

The charges were brought in Franklin 
County because it is the seat of Kentucky 
state government and site of KYTC 
headquarters.

A 22-year-old Crittenden man was indict¬ 
ed by a Grant County grand juiy on charges 
of attempting to murder a police officer. 

The indictment, filed July 8, is in connec¬ 
tion with a June 15 shootout between Shane 
Propes and a Grant County Sheriff’s deputy 
in the Indian Hills Drive neighborhood. 

Along with attempted murder, Propes 
was indicted on charges of theft by unlawful 
taking (firearm), first-degree burglary and 
first-degree wanton endangerment. 

Propes was allegedly walking down the 
street carrying a gun when police were called 
to the scene. Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
Deputy Tony Stigers fired multiple rounds at 
Propes after the suspect allegedly fired mul¬ 
tiple shots and turned his weapon toward 
Stigers. An undetermined number of bullets 
hit Propes in the upper groin area of the right 
leg. 

He was transported from the hospital 
back to Grant County on June 22 by law 
enforcement to face charges, which Propes 
plead not guilty to on June 23. Propes 
remains on a $100,000 cash bond at the 
Grant County Detention Center. 

Juveniles face indictment charges 
as adults in home invasion 

Three juveniles arrested in an April 26 
home invasion in Dry Ridge have been 
indicted as adults by a Grant County grand 
jury. 

Seventeen-year-olds Austin P. McComas 
and Robert Charles Davis and 16-year-old 
Alhajj Malik Shabazz were indicted July 8 
on charges of first-degree burglary, tamper¬ 
ing with physical evidence and second- 
degree assault. 

A grand jury had previously indicted 
George E. Pickett, 21, and Daniel Swope, 19, 
of Dry Ridge, on June 3 on the same charges 
connected to the home invasion. 

Kentucky State Police arrested the sus¬ 
pects for their alleged involvement in a home 
invasion on Michigan Avenue that led to a 
bullet grazing a woman’s head. 

Under statute, County Attorney Joe 
Taylor said the transfer of the case from juve¬ 
nile court occured after consultation with 
the Commonwealth Attorney’s Office. 

The indictment of a person by a grand 
jury is an accusation only and that person is 
presumed innocent unless proven guilty.

Thayer 

misinforms on 
Right-to-Work 

I would like to address 
some misinformation in a 
recent article in the Grant 
County News by Senator 
Thayer. (Right to Work is 
right for Kentucky, July 2). 
He referred to Closed Shop 
unions and having to be a 
member of the union as a 
condition of employment. 
Had he studied labor history, 
he would have known that 
Closed Shop unions were 
outlawed in 1947 by the Taft 
Hartley Act. 

Even the Union Shop 
was changed to what is 
commonly referred to as an 
Agency Shop today. This 
was done with the court rul¬ 
ing in the case of Commu¬ 
nications Workers of Amer¬ 
ica V Beck. These laws and 
court rulings made it clear 
that belonging to a union 
could not be a condition of 
employment. 

What the CWA V Beck 
ruling did was to establish 
that you did not have to 
belong to a union but you 
did have to pay that part of 
the dues that were used to 
negotiate and maintain the 
bargained agreement. Non¬ 
members can apply each 
year and receive back that 
portion of their dues that 
were spent on political ac¬ 
tion, advertisement, orga¬ 
nizing and etc. If they work 
during a work stoppage they 
can’t be fined. By this same 
law, they receive all the 
benefits negotiated in the 
agreement the same as the 
members who didn’t work, 


not what the company was 
originally offering. 

It is for these reasons and 
others that unions refer to 
the law as Right to Work for 
Less. If you study a little la¬ 
bor history, you would find 
that unions played a large 
part in creating the middle 
class, doing away with child 
labor, establishing a mini¬ 
mum wage, vacation time, 
health care benefits, and 
improvements in safety and 
working conditions. 

Maybe if big business 
and our legislators hadn’t 
passed things like Right- 
to-Work for Less and trade 
agreements like NAFTA, 
we would still have good 
jobs and a growing middle 
class.

Right to work - 
FOR LESS 

Senator Damon Thay¬ 
er is predictably off base 
in his assessment of the 
impact on Kentucky be¬ 
coming a right to work 
state. 

Right-to-work isn’t 
about creating an envi¬ 
ronment of choice for the 
working man and woman 
- it’s about bringing in 
extremely wealthy cor¬ 
porations to the state (or 
rewarding those who are 
already here) who can 
pay Kentuckians less be¬ 
cause they have no col¬ 
lective voice or impact as 
it relates to bargaining for 
fair wages, benefits, and 
working conditions. 

Recent studies indi¬ 


cate that workers in RTW 
states have higher rates of 
poverty for women and 
children, higher infant 
mortality rates, over 50 
percent more workplace 
deaths, and the school 
systems spend, on aver¬ 
age, over 30 percent less 
per pupil than non-RTW 
states. 

Even when figuring 
in cost of living vari¬ 
ances, these figures bear 
out. The bottom line is 
simply this: Kentuckians 
will have a right-to-work 
- for significantly less. 
This system privileges 
the wealthy, not middle 
and working class Ken¬ 
tuckians. 

Senator Thayer needs 
to review the Kentucky 
history a bit and recog¬ 
nize that unions were 
created in Kentucky to 
protect the worker from 
unsafe and unfair working 
conditions. Many of us 
can recall the days when 
our Kentucky coal miners 
worked for wealthy mine 
owners and faced abhor¬ 
rent conditions that of¬ 
ten led to their untimely 
and unnecessary, deaths. 
Workers were paid a pal¬ 
try wage and forced to 
purchase goods at an in¬ 
flated amount from the 
“company store,” rather 
than have access to other 
sources for food, medica¬ 
tions, and other necessi¬ 
ties. 

House Speaker Stum- 
bo does have the facts on 
his side. 

Rather than talk about 
the issues that benefit all 
Kentuckians, Senator 


Thayer is using the RTW 
debate to distract us from 
other important issues 
that hurt people like you 
and like me. He doesn’t 
support legislation for 
women to receive equal 
pay for equal work or, 
support the increase in 
the minimum wage. 

Therefore, we con¬ 
tinue to have at least 25 
percent of our children 
living in poverty — not 
because their parents 
don’t work or don’t want 
to work, but because they 
are working for poverty 
level wages. Along these 
same lines, he stood by 
and didn’t vote to sell 
the bond to finance the 
shortfall, or the unfunded 
liability for the Kentucky 
teacher retirement sys¬ 
tem. 

Taken together, these 
factors do not lead to 
conditions for a better 
Kentucky and a better to¬ 
morrow. Not for women, 
children, the labor force, 
or retirees. The larger 
question we must ask is, 
“What are we going to do 
about it?” 

This is our Kentucky, 
our state and our liveli¬ 
hoods. I encourage you to 
remember, that corpora¬ 
tions are not people and 
politicians who forget to 
serve the people - all of 
the people - of their com¬ 
munities can be relieved 
of their power and influ¬ 
ence. Our individual and 
collective votes do count. 
Just ask me about the 
Power of Twenty.

Foliar diseases 
spread in wet 
weather 

T he wet summer so far has made for a great weed 
season and some soggy looking vegetable gar¬ 
dens! Those that are part of the fungi family are 
having a real ball! Gardeners are wondering about the 
toadstools popping up in their lawns; others are con¬ 
founded by the stinky, phallic-looking things poking 
through their mulch, a mushroom commonly called the 
stinkhom; and the slimy orange globs on cedar trees got 
many thinking aliens had landed in their landscape. 

Weather can bring on all kinds of natural occurring 
oddities. Too wet, too diy, too hot or too cold, there is 
a pest problem that is favored by eveiy weather pattern 
imaginable and this year the cool, wet spring favored 
fungal diseases like mst and anthracnose. 

It is already clear that rust diseases like cedar-apple 
mst, cedar-hawthorn mst and cedar-quince mst are wide¬ 
spread this season. The disease is evidenced in the early 
spring by bright orange spores (the slimy orange globs) 
on eastern red cedars or other Junipems species. Once 
development is complete on the cedar the teliospores are 
released and carried through the air to the next host plant. 
These other hosts include apple, hawthorn, crabapple or 
serviceberry. We have some young apple trees that look 
like they have been splattered in orange paint. 

These mst diseases must have two specific hosts in 
order to complete their life cycles. For example, cedar- 
hawthorn mst needs a Junipems species, like the eastern 
red cedar to develop during the parasitic stage of life; 
then needs as a second host plant, the hawthorn, to com¬ 
plete the fruiting stage; then it travels back to re-infect 
the cedars once again. 

Yellow spots appear on the 
foliage in the spring, turning 
orange as the season progresses 
and fruit is infected. 

Anthracnose will likely be 
more prevalent this year, too. 
Trees that are susceptible include 
dogwood, sycamore, maple and 
ash. The fungus that causes an¬ 
thracnose is slightly different for 
each species of tree, so the fun¬ 
gus that infects sycamores will 
not infect maples, and so on. 
Symptoms vaiy from species 
to species so for a definite diag¬ 
nosis samples should be sent to 
your county extension service. 
Anthracnose on sycamores 
results in leaf and twig die back early in the season; the 
leaves that fall are often replaced by new ones. The in¬ 
fection is still there, however, and may continue to de¬ 
velop into cankers on larger branches and limbs. 

The fungus will remain viable in these cankers and 
on the fallen debris and re-infect the tree the following 
year, so this is why it is important to pmne away dis¬ 
eased twigs and limbs and rake up fallen debris. It seems 
that sycamores suffer no matter the weather or our ef¬ 
forts to thwart the disease. 

Ash trees react a little differently to the fungus that 
causes anthracnose. As the new leaves grow, brown 
splotches will appear, at first around the edges, and the 
entire leaflet will fall from the tree. Leaves that are ma¬ 
ture will have brown circular scars but you will not see 
any twig or branch cankers.. .they are there we just don’t 
see them. 

Similarly, maples will show leaf spots but they will 
be irregular in shape and you will see more tip dieback 
where the new shoots were infected. 

Some maples show most of the lesions near the leaf 
veins. Dogwood anthracnose causes leaf spots, blighted 
foliage and twigs and can cause lower branches to die 
back completely 

It is difficult to distinguish which disease pathogen is 
causing leaf spots; and, at this point it is essentially too 
late to effectively use a fungicide. 

Dr. John Hartman, plant pathologist at the University 
of Kentucky, recommends that we utilize good house¬ 
keeping by raking up leaves and infected twigs that have 
fallen from infected trees. Removing the pathogen this 
year will reduce the incidence next year. 

So, clean up what falls to the ground and pmne out 
what dies back on the tree in order to prevent reinfection. 
Keep your trees healthy by irrigating them during times 
of drought and if you fertilize do so only in the late fall 
in order to promote healthy root development. Usually 
anthracnose won’t kill a healthy shade tree, although it 
does take away from the tree appearance.

Hope to share 

A lthough grace is free, hope recent¬ 
ly cost me $8 on Etsy, the Website 
where people sell their handiwork. 
For $8 I bought a wire bracelet that 
forms the word “hope,” which I’ve been 
wearing all week. 

Lately, hope has been my thing. I was 
talking with a tattoo artist for a story I’m 
working on and told him if I ever got a tat¬ 
too it would be the word hope in simple 
script, lower-case lettering, written very 
small, with a period at the end. (hope.) 

I like the idea of wearing hope as a con¬ 
stant visible reminder, because I need it so 
badly and often forget that because of Je¬ 
sus I’m never without it. 

So, I found this hope bracelet and I’ve 
been wearing it and thinking about how I 
wish I had hundreds of them to give away 
to people who need it — need hope, not a 
bracelet, although I think everyone should 
wear bracelets. Otherwise, your wrists are 
naked. 

Also, on my way to work today, wear¬ 
ing hope on my wrist, I listened to songs of 
the hope there is in Jesus. The singer sang, 
“Tired eyes at last can see you; longing 
lips can speak your name,” and “If God is 
with us, who can stand against us?” 

His words were soft and gentle, yet 
full of power, which to me describes what 
hope feels like. Comfort and strength, en¬ 
couragement and might. 

When I got to work, I had an email 
waiting for me, an urgent prayer request 
for someone whose husband had died and 
she didn’t know how she would go on 
without him. 

All day I thought about this woman, and 
as I fingered my hope bracelet, I thought 

about 
other 
seemingly 
hopeless 
situations 
that I’m 
currently 
aware 
of. Truly, 
there is 
so much 
pain in 
the world. 
So much 
anger and 
hurt and 
bitterness. 
So much 
selfish¬ 
ness and 
greed and 

broken relationships. So much loneliness. 
So much sickness and sorrow. 

So much hopelessness. 

Sometimes it’s easy to lose hope, espe¬ 
cially when you hope in the wrong things, 
which means the things that aren’t God. 
When you hope in life or luck or human 
kindness, hope you win the lottery or meet 
the person of your dreams on Match.com, 
it doesn’t always turn out as you hope it 
will. 

Sometimes you blame God for your 
lost hope. 

Earlier this week, someone sent me 
another email, a devotional about broken 
hearts. It said most broken hearts are the 
result of disappointment with God or with 
others. Things aren’t as you think they 
should be, and that either makes you angry 
or sad. Either way, you need hope — hope 
that you won’t be left hopeless. Hope that 
God, even the God you want to kick in the 
shins, won’t ever leave you or forsake you. 

The e-mail didn’t have any profound 
advice for making one’s hurts go away 
other than to “weep hopefully, and faith¬ 
fully ask God for the grace to work with 
him and not against him toward healing.” 
It concluded with words from Lamenta¬ 
tions, taken from The Message Bible para¬ 
phrase: 

“I said to myself, ‘This is it. I’m fin¬ 
ished. God is a lost cause.’ I’ll never forget 
the trouble, the utter lostness, the taste of 
ashes, the poison I’ve swallowed. I re¬ 
member it all...the feeling of hitting the 
bottom. 

“But there’s one other thing I remem¬ 
ber, and remembering, I keep a grip on 
hope: God’s loyal love couldn’t have run 
out; his merciful love couldn’t have dried 
up. They’re created new every morning. 
How great is (his) faithfulness! 

“I’m sticking with God...He’s all I’ve 
got left. God proves to be good to the man 
who passionately waits, to the woman 
who diligently seeks. It’s a good thing to 
quietly hope for help from God.” (Lamen¬ 
tations 3:18-26). 

After I read that, I ordered another hope 
bracelet to give to someone I know who 
needs hope. That’s the whole point, I think, 
to pass hope on to others — bracelets, e- 
mails, scriptures, kind words, smiles. 

Our hope grows as we tell others that 
even when life breaks your heart, God 
doesn’t leave us hopeless. It’s as the song 
says, “If God is for us, who can stand 
against us?” 

That, dear friend, is our great hope.

Busch earns second 
Sprint Cup win at Kentucky

SPARTA - In the 
weeks leading up to 
NASCAR’s triple-header 
race weekend at Kentucky 
Speedway, all the talk 
was about the new 
package deal that would 
increase the 

competitiveness for 
position that has been 
lacking at the one-and-a- 
half mile oval. 

NASCAR got its wish 
with that change, but 
there’s no change in who 
dominates the track. 

Kyle Busch led a race- 
high 163 laps and took 
the lead from Joey 
Logano for good with 18 
laps to go to win the 
Quaker State 400 
Saturday night. 

Busch drove the No. 
18 Toyota to his second 
Sprint Cup series victory 
at Kentucky after winning 
the track’s inaugural Cup 
race in 2011. Since 
missing the first 11 races 
of the season from a leg 
injury sustained at 
Daytona in February, 
Busch is taking care of 
business quickly with 
nine races remaining 
before the Chase for the 
Sprint Cup begins in 
September. He won at 
Sonoma two weeks ago 
and the win at Kentucky 
moved him 35th in the 
points standings, five 
spots below the spot 
needed to contend for the 
10-race playoff. 

“This week was a 
good week,” Busch said. 
“If we do everything 
right and do it how we 
know we can, there’s no 
reason we shouldn’t be 
able to average a 14th 
place finish. Now that 
we’ve gotten two wins, I 
never would have 
imagined we would 
have gotten two wins 
this fast. I’ve got a great 


team and they’ve done a 
really good job.” 

Along with Busch, 
the four-car team of Joe 
Gibbs Racing dominated 
the top five with Denny 
Hamlin placing third, 
Carl Edwards fourth and 
Matt Kenseth fifth. 

Busch battled Logano 
for several laps 
following the track’s 
record 11th caution flag 
on the restart on lap 245. 
He pulled away out of 
Turn 2 on lap 249 and 
won by a 1.594 second 
margin. 

Busch also led the 
most laps during Friday 
night’s Xfinity Series 
race with 88 before 
finishing third to winner 
Brad Keselowski. 
Driving the No. 2 Ford 
Saturday, Keselowski 
believed he had the best 
car on the track and 
asserted his dominance 
early. He led 62 laps 
before pit road struggles 
late in the race resulted 
in a sixth place finish. 

Though it was 
primarily Keselowski 
and Busch who 
continued their 

dominance at Kentucky, 
the new rules package 
presented the change 
and excitement 

NASCAR had hoped to 
gain. 13 lead changes 
between eight drivers 
made for better racing in 
front of what was 
arguably the race’s 
largest crowd since 
2011. 

The package that 
reduced downforce by 
shortening the rear 
spoiler from six to 3.5 
inches and a decreased 
splitter extension from 
38 to 25 inches didn’t 
come without its issues 
and complications for 
some drivers, resulting 
in a track record 11 
cautions. 

That many restarts 


offered opportunities for 
several drivers to take 
advantage of the new 
rules package with more 
passing windows and 
the drivers’ response 
proved positive. 

NASCAR statistics 

indicated there were 
2,665 green flag passes 
throughout the entire 
field compared to 1,147 
last year. 

“This direction is the 
direction we need to go, 
hands down,” Carl 
Edwards said. “That’s 
the most fun I’ve had at 
a mile-and-a-half in 
years. We need more of 
this. Still, you can see 
the guys can get real 
close and we can race, 
but it still does get a 
little bit strung out. 

“But this is way 
better than what we’ve 
been running. We need 
to keep this going.” 

A similar package 
will be in place for 
future races this season 
at Indianapolis, 

Darlington and 

Michigan. 

Jeff Gordon had to 
settle for seventh in his 
last attempt to earn a 
win at Kentucky. 

Following the Sprint 
Cups’ 90 minute practice 
session Friday 

afternoon, Gordon was 
presented with 24 
bottles of bourbon from 
four different bourbon 
distilleries in Kentucky. 
As a parting gift to the 
four-time cup champion 
who announced 2015 
was his final year on the 
circuit, Gordon was 
given 96 total bottles of 
Knob Creek, Jim Beam, 
Four Roses and 
Michters. 

Points leader Kevin 
Harvick finished eighth 
while Hendrick Motor 
Sports teammate Jimmie 
Johnson and Kurt Busch 
rounded out the top 10.

16th; Dale Earnhardt Jr., 
21st; Kasey Kahne, 
27th; Tony Stewart, 
33rd; Danica Patrick, 
34th. 

Keselowski wins 
Kentucky 300 

Settling for less 
turned out to mean more 
for Brad Keselowski in 
the Xfinity Series race 
Friday night. It worked 
perfectly when he took 
two right side tires on 
lap 163 and regained the 
lead from 19-year-old 
Erik Jones to cruise to 
another win at Kentucky 
Speedway. 

The win was 
Keselowski’s fifth 
overall at Kentucky and 
third in the Xfinity 
Series. The Michigan 
native also won last 
year’s Sprint Cup race 
and another in 2012. 
Jones finished second 
while Kyle Busch led a 
race-high 88 laps to 
finish third. 

Crafton wins 
UNOH 225 

Polesitter Matt 
Crafton won the 
Camping World Truck 
Series UNOH 225 
Thursday night after the 
race was called with five 
laps remaining. Ben 
Kennedy’s No. 11 
Toyota went airborne at 
the entrance of Turn 1 
and rode along the top 
of the SAFER barrier 
and struck the catch 
fence, ripping the fence 
netting and causing 
repair completions to 
run into Friday morning.

Braves football coach hopes 
to change bullying culture

Grant County High 
School football coach Kev¬ 
in Siple knows the long- 
lasting and devastating im¬ 
pact bullying can have on 
children. 

As a coach and teacher 
for nearly 30 years, Siple 
has seen how students can 
be treated by peers in the 
hallways, on the bus and 
online. 

“So many kids are being 
mistreated and the results 
of being humiliated day 
after day for a long period 
of time leads 
to very trag¬ 
ic results,” 

Siple said. 

“Whether 
it’s a child 
committing 
suicide, or a 
student go¬ 
ing into their 
school with a 
gun, or ruin¬ 
ing a child’s 
self esteem 
for a long 
time, it’s all 
not neces¬ 
sary. The 

impact of social media has 
made it much more public, 
so these kids now are be¬ 
ing humiliated on a much 
larger scale. We have to 
teach kids to be empathetic 
and kind. They are the only 
ones who can change this 
culture in schools. They 
must decide they have had 
enough of this in their own 
community.” 

Siple had been thinking 
of ways to help decrease 
bullying in schools for the 
past couple years. 

Tired of the daily stories 
of teen suicides and school 
violence, Siple recently de-

His vision is to be able 
to go to schools to speak 
to teams or groups about 
the importance of his anti¬ 
bullying message. 

“I believe 100 percent 
kids need to be taught how 
to put themselves in some¬ 
one else’s shoes,” Siple 
said. “They don’t think 
about hurting another per¬ 
son’s feelings. We need to 
show them how that looks 
and feels, so they can relate 
to it.” 

Siple also would like to 
get a professional athlete 
similar to Tim Tebow to be 
a spokesman for kindness. 

“As far 
back as I can 
remember, I 
have always 
had a place in 
my heart for 
the students 
who are tar¬ 
geted by this 
behavior,” the 
Braves coach 
said. “My 
mom always 
taught us how 
important it 
is to be nice 
to people 
regardless 
of their circumstance. So, 
I have always tried to sit 
with kids that looked alone 
in the cafeteria or just talk¬ 
ed to all groups of people.

“It appears Corinth 
was the hardest hit,” 
Dills said. 

Investigators looked 
into a correlation between 
the two routes, which led 
to Vanarsdale, said Dills. 

“The only two routes 
she drives is from 
Cincinnati to bring mail 
to Williamstown and 
Corinth and picks up 
mail from Williamstown 
and Corinth and brings it 
back to Cincinnati,” he 
said. “None of these 
thefts were from local 
mail carriers. They were 
helpful in catching this 
girl, as were the postmas¬ 
ters.” 

Once they had a poten¬ 
tial suspect, postal 
inspectors set up surveil¬ 
lance and put in test mail 
to see if it would make it 
to Cincinnati. 

The surveillance 


showed Vanarsdale took 
extremely long at Corinth 
and Williamstown and 
the test mail was gone 
when she got to 
Cincinnati. 

Investigators followed 
Vanarsdale to her 
Florence residence and 
interviewed her. 

“At some point, they 
were able to get a confes¬ 
sion from her that she 
had been stealing the 
mail, going through post¬ 
cards and trying to find 
gift cards,” Dills said. 

Vanarsdale allegedly 
admitted that she would 
take mail a few times a 
week, but not everyday. 

The suspect also told 
investigators if she found 
a check or money order 
in the stolen mail that she 
would rip it up and throw 
it away in a dumpster. 

She remembered get¬ 
ting gift cards from Wal- 


Mart, Cracker Barrel, 
Bed, Bath and Beyond 
and Target, as well as an 
undetermined amount of 
cash, from the stolen 
cards. 

Nineteen Netflix 

DVDs and 67 pieces of 
stolen mail were recov¬ 
ered from her residence. 

Dills said he is work¬ 
ing with the local post 
offices to track down 
contacts of customers 
who may have had mail 
stolen. 

Vanarsdale started 
working for Kraus in 
January and said she had 
only been stealing mail 
for about a month. 

“Honestly, this is 
rare,” Dills said. 
“Twenty-seven years in 
my career, this is the first 
time we’ve had anything 
of this magnitude of 
thefts with the mail ser¬ 
vice.”

Notice of Rights under the Family Education Rights and Privacy Act 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents and eligible 
students (students over 18 years of age, who are married, or who are attending a 
postsecondary institution) the following rights with respect to the student’s education 
records. 

1. The right to inspect and review the student’s education records within forty-five 
(45) calendar days of the day the district receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students submit a written request to the school principal/designee that 
identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. The Principal arranges for access and notifies 
the parent or eligible student of the time and place where the records may be inspected. 

2. The right to request the amendment of the student’s education records that the 
parent or eligible student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of the 
student’s privacy or other rights. 

Parents or eligible students may ask the district to amend a record they believe is 
inaccurate, misleading or in violation of privacy or other rights. The parent writes the 
school principal, clearly identifying the part of the record they want changed, and 
specifying why it is inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of their privacy or other rights. 
If the district decides not to amend the record as requested by the parent or eligible 
student, the district notifies the parent or eligible student of the decision and advises them 
of their right to a hearing regarding the request for amendment. Additional information 
regarding the hearing procedures are provided to the parent or eligible student when 
notified of the right to a hearing. 

3. The right to consent to disclosures of personally identifiable information contained 
in the student’s education records, except to the extent that FERPA authorizes 
disclosure without consent. 

The district may disclose records to school officials with legitimate educational interests. 
A school official is a person employed by the district as an administrator, supervisor, 
instructor, or support staff member (including health or medical staff and law enforcement 
unit personnel); a person serving on the School Board; a person or company with whom 
the district has contracted to perform a special task (such as an attorney, auditor, medical 
consultant, or therapist); or a parent or student serving on an official committee, such as a 
disciplinary or grievance committee, or assisting another school official in performing his 
or her tasks. A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs to 
review an education record in order to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the district discloses education records without consent to officials of 
another school district in which a student seeks or intends to enroll or to other entities 
authorized by law. 

4. The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of Education concerning 
alleged failures by the District to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

5. The Superintendent or the Superintendent’s designee is authorized to release 
Board approved directory information. 

Directory Information is information contained in an educational record which would not 
generally be considered harmful or an invasion of privacy if disclosed. This information 
may be released without consent. This information may include the student’s name, 
address, telephone number, date and place of birth, major field of study, participation in 
officially recognized activities and sports, weight and height of members of athletic teams, 
dates of attendance, degrees and awards received, and most recent educational agency or 
institution attended. 

Any eligible student, parent, or guardian who does not wish to have directory information 
released notifies the Superintendent in writing on or before September 30 or each school 
year or within thirty (30) calendar days after the Annual FERPA Notice has been 
distributed. The written request must specifically state what information may not be 
classified as “Directory Information”. 

6 . The district keeps educational records in a secure location in each school and 
Board office. 

7. The district obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student before 
disclosing personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not 
authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

8 . For students who have been determined eligible for special education, education 
records are destroyed at the request of the parent when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. 

The district may destroy the educational records of a child without a parent’s request five 
(5) years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social 
Security benefits or other purposes. The district may retain, for an indefinite period of 
time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
record, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children determined eligible for special education include those children with disabilities 
who have a hearing impairment, visual impairment, emotional-behavioral disability, deaf¬ 
blindness, other health impairment, specific learning disability, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, speech or language impairment, developmental delay, orthopedic impairment, 
autism, or traumatic brain injury, and who because of such an impairment need special 
education services. 

CHILD FIND SYSTEM 

The Child Find system is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child, age three (3) 
to twenty-one (21) years, who resides in a home, facility, or residence within its 
geographical boundaries, who may have a disability and be in need of special education. 
This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home 
school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and 
those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving special 
education. 

The district makes sure any child enrolled in the district who has a disability, regardless of 
how severe the disability, is provided an appropriate education at no cost to the parents of 
the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged 
to help the district find any child who may have a disability and need special education 
services. The district needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; the 
name, address, and phone number of the parent or guardian; the possible disability; and 
other information to determine if special education is needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the district collects the information needed. 
The information the district collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and 
find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for special education services.
